To Vote On June 3 


State Federation News Letter 

With the June 3rd primary elec- 
tion approaching, State Labor Com- 
missioner Lloyd A. Mashburn this 
week reminded California employer 
that workers haye the right to take 
time off for voting without loss in 
pay. 

The Mashburn release from the 
office of the Ditision of Labor Law 
Enforcement declared that a recent 
decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court upholding the consti- 
tutionality of a Missouri statute 
granting workers the right to take 
time off for voting without loss in 
pay should particularly be noted by 
California employers. 

The decision is significant accord- 
ing to Commissioner Mashburn, be- 
cause the Missouri law is almost 
identical with the California elec- 
tion law which provides that every 
voter eligible to vote at a general 
direct primary or presidential pri- 
mary election is entitled to two 
consecutive hours off from work 
between the time of opening and 
closing of the polls.

‘GOP Politico's ‘Confidential’ Record 


Shown to Jury in Tax Evasion Case 


The connection of Congressman John J. Allen, Jr., with the 
alleged income tax evasion activities of Chin Bok Hing the big- 
time gambler, is being gone into thoroughly in Federal Judge 
George Harris’ court in San Francisco. 

But only over the legalistically dead bodies of the attorneys 


for Chin. About every two 
minutes Ray Sullivan, the ex- 
ceedingly able and affable leader 
of the defense team, jumps up and 
protests. 

Sullivan, in his suave way, never 
quits informing the court that he’s 
just virtually shocked to death at 
the way the records of the inter-

Talk on Taxes 
And Campaign 


Dan Cunningham, labor-endorsed 
candidate for Congress in the 7th 
Congressional District, told the Cen- 
tral Labor Council this week that 
much money could be saved for 
smaller income tax payers if the 
big fellows were properly taxed.

The reactionaries thought the same in 1948, but their victory 
wasnt what they expected. They failed to capture the Presi- 
dency, although they did land a lot of reactionaries in the House 
and Senate. 

This time they think their victory will be complete.

What does labor think? Does labor think that it can win the 
June 3 election a dozen days from now by staying home and 
not voting? 

Officially, labor certainly doesn't think that. All responsible 
labor leaders have stressed the need for every man and woman 
in the labor movement to turn out June 3 and vote. 

Unofficially, however, there are some labor people who fail 
to realize the urgency of voting. That's where alert labor peo- 
ple come in. It is their job to talk to those who are slack or 
indifferent, and get them waked up and to the polls on June 3. 

If you're reading this at all, you're probably one of the alert 

labor people. 
__Are you alert enough, awake enough to the danger that the 
reactionaries’ dream may come true, to make it your job during 
these coming dozen days to get hold of your fellow workers, 
people you know and with whom you have some influence, and 
urge them to vote June 3? : 
If you'll do that little thing, you may turn the tide for some 
crucial candidate. Elections are awfully close sometimes! 


Labor must’ do all it can to elect Congressman Clinton D. 
McKinnon to the U. S. Senate to replace the incumbent, who is 
a complete reactionary. Congressman McKinnon has a real 
labor record in the House. He is a vigorous fighter for liberal 
measures, and his election to the Senate would be of tremendous 
-benefit to labor and the liberal cause. 

Since the last election there has been a reapportionment of 
Congressional districts, so some people are confused as to which 
district they live in. For this reason, East Bay Labor Journal 
publishes a map of the two newly outlined districts.

In that court the Government charges that Chin, 
a-wealthy gambler, used Allen’s law office as a “dummy” to 
channel funds gained in gamblifg joints into various sidepockets 
so that income tax evasion could be achieved.

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Threats to Family Life 
Tackled by Service Guild 


Helping to iron out difficulties 
which families get into is not a new 
thing for public agencies. The 
Family Service Bureau of Oakland, 
recently celebrated its 65th arini- 
versay, ani welcomed its new af- 
filiate, the Family Service Guild. 

The Family Service Guild was 
formerly the Children’s Guild Ju- 
niors, and in associating itself with 
the Bureau will continue to direct 
its work toward the needs of chil- 
dren served by the agency. 

The Family Service Bureau calls 
itself an agency concerned with 
the difficulties which threaten 
family life. Marital problems, diffi- 
cult children, misunderstanding be- 
tween children and parents, and re- 
lated problems are dealt with by 
the agency every day. 


This is a valuable work. All too 
many people, married couples, 
parents with troublesome children, 
children with troublesome parents, 
and so on, are inclined to tell their 
troubles to relatives, neighbors or 
friends who give them much sym- 
pathy but often not much else. 

The fact is, that in most cases 
such problems are dealt with more 
efectively by an outsider who is 
not emotionally involved. 

The case-workers in these agen- 
cies are kindly people with special 
training. If more quarreling Johns 
and Marys went to them, instead 
of to friénds and relatives when a2 
marriage seems headed for the 
rocks, a lot of tears and trouble 
might be saved. 

It is possible for someone closely 
involved to get so worked up over 
a problem that he can’t see the 
forest for the trees. At that point 
someone with perspective can often 
help unsnarl the knots and save 
the situation. 

Our city should be proud of this 
agency which has worked so long 
for peace and harmony and which 
blows its horn so very little. 

We should all get in and blow it 
for the agency, and help, when- 
ever we can to help it in its good 
work,
